“Can’t something be done about 
these decorations along ‘Main 


street?” we were asked this week 
by a local businessman, who hav- 
ing knowledge of conditions in 
other communities feels that An- 
dover has more than the average 
number of men idling about the 
business section. It’s a condition we 
all deplore, but deploring it does 
no good unless something can be 
done about it. 

There are several different types 
of men who congregate in these 
street corner gatherings. One is 
the man who, after a hard day’s 
work, comes up town to meet other 
hard-working men, chat with them 
a while, bother nobody, and then go 
home to rest up for another hard 
day’s work. He does not provide 
any problem. Another type is the 
man temporarily out of employ- 
ment. When Washington comes to 
its senses and enables private in- 
dustry ‘to call men like this back, 
this problem will vanish. But the 
really objectionable type is the 
man who loafs practically all the 
time because he drinks practically 
all the time. What can you do 
about him? You can’t stop his 
drinking, because he’ll manage to 
get it somehow, but he should be 
kept off the Main street. Many of 
them are derelicts gone beyond re- 
claiming; some of them are young 
people who must ‘be helped now 
so that they won’t become dere- 
licts in later life. Many young men 
have been taken off the street by 
the newly-formed Men’s Club, and 
more such ventures as these to 
keep young men cccupied will in 
the long run give Andover a less 
“decorated” Main street.
